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European Tendency to Liberalism. 


The tendency of the age is to a more 
comprehensive liberalism in politics and 
religion. The closing half of the 19th 
century will be a bright period in the his- 
tory of mankind. It will be dist nguished 
for a more general recognition of their 
rights than many preceding ones. In Ku- 
rope power is fast passing from the rulers 
to the people. Where they still cling te 
oppressive forms of government, the drift 
of public sentiment is to milder adminis- 
tration. England, the most enlightened of 
European nations, takes lead in a revolu- 
tion co-extensive with the continent. The 
success of the Liberals in tile late elections 
and the defeat of the Disraeli ministry in- 
sures other and more important reforms 
The Irish Church question, though enter- 
ing hotly into the contest, has been decided 
in favor of its disestablishment. Othe- 
concessions of power to the people, hither- 
to unjustly withheld, are guaranteed by 
the result. The “divine right” of the 
people instead of kings “to rule,” has 
been in a great measure confirmed. Error 
has been forced to yield to the influence o. 
truth. In the south of Europe Spain, in 
response to right, iu condemnation 0 
wrong, has shaken off the bondage. Though 
unprepared to reap the fruits of a sudden 
revolution, her people are ripe for the 
blessings of a larger liberty. Political and 
religious intolerance, if indeed at all, must 
in future assume a milder form. Through 
the several agencies actively at work 
among the nations of Earope—the general 
diffusion of intelligence among all classes ; 
the linking of distinct peoples to- 
gether by the bonds of a common 
commercial and reciprocal unity. 
the day is near when the more liberal prin- 
ciples pervading the English mind will 
embrace all classes in England without dis- 
tinction. So great are the intellectual 
forces at work in this reformation, and so 
rapid the spread of ideas from one country 
to another, that their inclination in religion 
and government is to become general, 
Even at this time, by its extraneous force. 
the Spanish revolution serves to relax the 
power of Napoleon in France. But for the 
hazard of the undertaking, the Kimperor

have shown himself an efleces 
— tu UMOURTUZ the tendency of Spain 


to liberalism. His own critical condition, 
however, forbade any interference abroad. 
Every attempt to prop the Bourbon threne 
in Spain would have weakened it in 
France. Similar causes produce corres- 
ponding results among other nations of 
Europe. 

England, with an enlarged statesman- 
ship and an enlighiened philanthropy in 
recognizing the progressive spirit of the 
age, places herself in the front rank ef the 
advance move. Conceding to the people 
rights no longer to be denied them, she 
takes the lead in a revolution which is des- 
tined, more or less, to change the relation 
of the people to the governing power in 
eyery nation of Europe. The political 
philosophy of these changes in the senti- 
ment of civilized nations may be traced to 
that brighter era which has dawned upon 
the worid, marked by a more general dif- 
fusion of knowledge, the intercommunica- 
tive links of rajlroads, telegraphs, and the 
various mediums of intelligence which 
eminently characterize the j9th century. 

Before these powerful co-aids to religious 
and political freedom the old systems of 
despotism are forced to give way as dark- 
ness to the light of the nearly risen sun. 
They date the emancipation of man from 
the errors binding his conscience jn chains, 
and the tyrauny which denied him the 
right to act, speak and think for himself.
